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'NAVY REVEALS MOST 
DRAMATIC ACTION OF WAR

IT IS NOW REVEALED that H.M.S. Rawalpindi, 
the converted P. and O: merchant cruiser, was 
sunk, in one of the most dramatic actions of the 
war, by the German pocket-battleship “Deutsch- 


land.” 


Hopelessly ieauniel and manoeuvred, the officers 
and men of the Rawalpindi put up a most gal- 
lant fight against the overwhelming odds, and 

‘ went down with her colours flying. 


Every gun aboard the Rawalpindi was put out of 


action and the whole ship was ablaze by the time: 


the Deutschland, and 


a companion ship which 


joined in the action, ceased fire. 


It is now believed that thirty or forty men of the 
Rawalpindi in addition to those previously an- 
nounced as saved, were picked up by one of the 
German vessels and taken prisoners of war. 


An Admiralty statement reveals 
that the Deutschland attacked the 
- Rawalpindi when it was forming part 

of the North Sea patrol] by which the 
contraband control of German trade is 
enforced. 

At 3.30 p.m. the Rawalpindi, when 
cruising to the south-east of Iceland 
sighted an enemy ship. 

Capt. Kennedy having examined 
the vessel through his glasses, sald: 
“It's the Deutschland all right” and 
the crew were Immediately ordered 
to action stations. 

The course was altered to bring the 
enemy on the starboard quarter. 

“ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE 
' Smokefloats were lit and cast into 
the water to enable the Rawalpindi to 
escape. A second enemy ship, how- 
ever, was soon seen to starboard. 

The Deutschland approaching sign- 
alled to the Rawalpindi to stop and 
when she continued on her course fired 
a shot across her bows. 

As this warning was rejected the 
first salvo. was fired by the Deut- 
schland’s 11-Inoh guns at 3.45 
p.m. at a range.of 10,000 yards. 
The Rawalpind{ replied with all her 

_ four starboard 6-dinch guns. 
LIGHTS: OUT 

The third salvo from the Deutsch- 
land extinguished all lights and 
broke the electric winches of the am- 
munition supply.

The Hong Kong Food Controlier 
(Mr. W. J. Carrie) called a meeting of 
importers yesterday in the Urban 
Council Chamber. to explain the 
scheme. ; 

Orders from Hong Kong will not 
normally be fulfilled in the United 
Kingdom unless they have first been 
endorsed by the Food Controller, 
Hong Kong. The general aim is to 
secure that each part of the Empire 
teceives its fair share of available sup- 
plies,.at the same time interfering as 
little as possible with normal trade 
channels. 

The meeting classified 
follows: 

(1) Confectionery and sweetmeats; 
(2) bacon, ham, smoked fish and fresh 
meats; (3) tinned milks, dried milk, 
malted milk and similar products, 
baby foods; (4) groceries generally; 
(5) feeding stuffs for cattle and horses. 

1938 FIGURES REQUIRED 

Importers are asked to report to 
the Food Controller the total of their 
importations under these. heads for 
the year 1938, giving weights wherever 
possible. It is realised ‘that for mixed 
groceries it will probably only be 
practicable to give values, which 
should -be expressed- in. sterling, -c.i-f. 
Full returns are particularly desired 
as, when collated, they will form the 
basis of the Colony’s essential mini- 
mum requirements.

ACCORDING TO A statement on the recent Hindu- 
Moslem rioting at Sukkur, in the province of 
Sind, made public by the India Office, the com- 
munal tension, which has existed for some time 
there, has its origin in a group of old Government 
buildings known as the Manzilgah. : 


These buildings were claimed by the Moslems to be 


i 


a mosque, a claim which the Hindus opposed. 


The local authorities decided to take possession of 
the Manzilgah, ejecting the Moslem -volunteers 
who had occupied the buildings. 


This was effected by the police 
with little trouble. : 

There was no actual rioting at 
the Manzilgah and though the mili- 
tary were standing by, their as- 
sistance was not required. ; 

The major trouble occurred in 
Sukkur City after the occupation of 
‘the Manzilgah. There were com-~- 
munal riots in which eleven were 
killed and others injured. 

It was necessary to impose curfew, 
but after a calm night there was re- 
newal of fighting with further casual- 
ties and the arrival of additional 
troops resulted in considerable im- 
provement in the situation. 


ASSAULT AND ARSON 


Stray cases of assault and arson 
continued but there was no massed 
conflict with the police. Troops were 
used only as patrols and did not 
come into conflict with the crowds. 

By November 2, the position in 
Sukkur and the neighbouring, towns 
of Shikapur and Rohri was ‘appar- 
ently stabilised, but a new problem 
was presented by reports of looting 
and the murder of Hindus by or- 
ganised gangs “in the surrounding 
districts. 

Steps were accordingly taken. to 
reinforce the troops at Sukkur with 
the object of maintaining peace in 
the. three. towns mentioned, thus set- 
ting free the police for action in the 
districts. : 


MORE REASSURING 


In addition. to military reinforce- 
ments under a_ senior officer, the 
Premier and Home Minister left 
Karachi for Sukkur to get in touch 
with the. Zamindars—the leading 
agriculturists—and aid in restoring 
confidence.

‘MORALS 


Warnings against moral dangers ‘as- 
sociated with the calling up of young 
women for service in the various 
auxiliary forces at home and abroad 
have been drafted by’ the Interna- 
tional Woman Suffrage Alliance. 


The document refers ‘to the issue, 
as in the last war, of “prophylactic 
packets” to the young men of the 
fighting forces, roundly condemns 
the ‘practice, and sets its face 
against any system of “regulation” 
or “tolerated houses” behind the lines 
which may lead to the brutalising of 
morality during the war. 


As chairman of the Equal Moral 
Standards Committee of the Alliance, 
Miss Alison Neilans, well known in 
Britain as an active — social reform 
campaigner has appealed to her col- 
leagues in all countries to inspire and 
encourage a high standard of true 
morality in the youth of both sexes, 
wherever they may be “called up.” 


“We must continue actively to op- 
pose,” she declares, “all theories or 


actions which tend to brutalise the 
sexual side of life in wartime. 


“By instituting a. system of regula- 
tions which aims at providing for men 
security and irresponsibility in vice, a 
State breaks down the basis of all 
morality.. Tolerated houses mean the 
incitement to young men to indulge in 
dangerous and -brutalsing sexuality.” 

With the calling up of women for 
national emergency service, Miss 
Neilans suggests that the Government 
should provide adequate means of 
healthy recreation in districts where 
the carn.ps are situated. 

“Opportunity must be provided,” 
she says, “for the release of physical, 
mental and emotional tension, especi-

“If young people are reduced to 
absolute boredom owing to lack of 
any interesting activity, or feel utterly 
lonely by . being deprived of all con- 
tact with their friends and those they 
love and who love them, then men- 
tal control of one’s actions tends to 
weaken. 


* “The two essential points are: (1) to 


give youth a genuine ideal on which 
to base their lives, and (2) to provide 
‘them with the necessary means of re-. 
leasing in a right and decent way, 
their bodies, their minds and their 
emotions from the strain and boredom 
of loneliness.” ; 

Miss Neilans quotes Dr. Cavillon, 
Technical Inspector-General of the 
French Ministry of Health, who states: 

“The main thing is that the young 
man should know the difference be- 
tween love and desire; that he should 
be taught to respect himself and to re 
spect women; that he should know 
that there are not two standards of 
morality—one for men and another 
for women—but one standard for both 
sexes, based on the same principle.” 

“What,” asks Miss Neilans, “would 
be the moral effect on young women 
now serving in the various forces if 
the State provided them with ‘prophy- 
lactic packets’ containing contracep- 
tives and alleged chemical safeguards 
against disease?. 

“Jt would lead,” she concluded “in 
many instances to their demoralisa- 
tion.” -

THE MAYBRICK GASE

NE man's poison is aaothien man’s 

meat. There is a so-called poison 
which is meat and liquor to me when- 
ever I feel weak and depressed. 1

Had this sontession of an arsenic- 
eater been related ‘at the proper time, 
fate would have dealt differently with 
an American woman who was_ the 
chief actor in one of the most pitiful 
tragedies of modern times. 

Mary Elizabeth Chandler was the 
daughter of a prosperous banker of 
Mobile, Alabama. Her father died 
when she was a year old, and after 
her mother’s marriage to the Baron 
von Roques she divided her time be- 
tween Europe and America. 

At the age of 18, when a wholesome, 
vivacious girl, fond of outdoor sports, 
she married James Maybrick of Liv- 
erpool. During the second year of 
their marriage a son was born to them 
and, years later, a daughter. 

Maybrick was 27 years older 
his wife. 


than 
For eight years, their mar- 
ried life’ was happy and contented. 
Then, of a sudden, they quarreled, 
Maybrick losing his temper so far as 
‘to blacken his wife’s eye and attempt 
to turn her into the streets. The cis~- 
covery of mutual intrigues is said to 
have been the cause of this infelicity. 
The young wife initiated divorce pro- 
ceedings, but for the sake of the chil- 
dren became apparently reconciled to 
her husband. 

A few weeks later, in the Spring of 
1889, Maybrick was taken ill, and 
after several days he died. The fam- 
ily physician had treated him for dy- 
spepsia, although it was constantly 
suggested to them by the  patient’s 
-brother; Michael Maybrick; that poison 
was the cause of his illness. The dis- 
covery of more than 70 grains of ar- 
senic in the house after the death Ied 
to an autopsy, which, however,  re~ 
vealed no arsenic in the stomach of 
any weighable traces of the poison in 
any other part of the body. But as 
a result of insistence by the Maybrick 
family, the body was exhumed three 
weeks later and about one-tenth of a 
grain of arsenic was found in the vis- 
cera. Although the smallest fatal 
dose of the drug on record is known 
to be two grains the widow of: the 
dead. man was arrested and. imprison- 
ed. 

Her trial was a long one, and the 
family whysicians swore that but for 
the discovery of arsenic on the pre- 
mises they would have given a certi- 
ficate of death from natural causes. 
The defendant’s counsel proved that 
for 20 years Maybrick had been a 
confirmed arsenic-eater and that . he 
daily took doses that would have kill- 
ed a dozen ordinary men. 


A Liverpool’ druggist testified that 
the dead man had lately been in the 
habit of calling several times a day 
at his shop to get doses of a tonic con- 
taining a large proportion of arsenic. 
One of the family doctors gave evi-

Sir Fitzjames Stephen, the presid- 
ing judge, for two days delivered to 
the jury a charge which in the be- 
ginning favoured the prisoner but 
which toward the end showed bias 
against her, and as a result the jury 
brought in a verdict of guilty, after 
being out only 38 minutes. Shortly 
afterward the judge wrote that out of 
979 suits tried before him that of Mrs. 
Maybrick “was the only case in which 
there could be any doubt about the 
facts.” After the trial her case threw 
him into a morbid state of brooding, 
which developed into madness from 
which he never recovered. The Liv- 
erpool Post previously hostile to Mrs, 
Maybrick, now recalled the famous 
trial. in these words: “Jn fancy one 
still hears the distant fanfare of the 
trumpets as the’ judges with quaint 
pageantry pass down the hall and still 
the mind’s eye sees the. crimson-clad 
figure of the great mad judge as he 
sat down to try his last case. A tra- 
gedy indeed was played upon the 
bench no less than in the dock.”
